B of Duty upon our Minds, we have been 
engaged to perform a religious Viſit to the 
ſeveral Monthly and Provincial-Meetings in this 
Nation, purſuant to the Recommendation of the 
Yearly-Meeting in London in 1760, and the mov- 
ing Requeſt of your Repreſentatives to the laſt 
Yearly-meeting there. 


We are reverently thankful that we have been 
favoured with a good Degree of Ability to go 
through this Viſit, to the Diſcharge of our Duty, 
and we hope to ſome Service; and that the Love 
of our Heavenly Father hath been the Covering 
of our Spirits in this laborious Exerciſe; and we 
truſt the Evidence thereof remains on the Minds 
of many. 


We find it reſts with us, to lay before you, a 
brief Account of the State of the Church in this 
| A | Nation , 
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Spiritual Worſhip to an holy, all-ſeeing 


| | Gin 
Nation, as it appeared us, by the Anſwers 
given in each N the eight Que- 


ries recommended from the Learly- meeting in 
London in 1755, except in two Monthly- meetings 
which had not thoſe Queries, but others of a 11- 
milar Nature: Some other Enquiries were alſo 
made by us and anſwer'd to; from all which, 
and the Senſe which Truth impreſſed on our 
Minds, we exhibit the following REMARKS. 


« QUERY I. Are Meetings for Worſhip and 
«* Diſcipline duly attended; and do Friends a- 
Vvoid all unbecoming Behaviour therein? 


REMARK. We have had to obſerve a very 


. great Deficiency amongſt you with reſpect to that 


moſt certain Duty, of Public united Worſhip to 
the Author of all our Mercies; ſome in divers 
Places ſo deſtitute of every proper Conſideration, 
as to abſent themſelves wholly on Firſt-days, and 
many in Places where there are two Meetings 
held on that Day forſake the Afternoon Meeting ; 
Week-day Meetings generally ſmall, in moſt 
Places much neglected, in ſome not more than 
one-tenth of the Members attending, and very 
many Families wholly decline their Duty in this 
Reſpect; and in the Province of Ulfer, in ſome 
Places Week-day Meetings are not kept up; 
Meetings for Diſcipline are alſo much neglected 
by many, in ſo much, that in one large Meeting 
they are not conſtantly held at the uſual Time 
for want of a proper Attendance of their Mem- 
bers; too many Friends who attend Meetings are 


not ſufficiently regardful of the Hour appointed, 


which tends to their great Hurt: An indolent 
drowſy Spirit ſeems alſo too prevalent, which is 
very unbecoming Behaviour in a People 2 


od. 
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8 QUERY II. Are Love and Unity preſerv-

ed amongst you, and do you diſcourage all 
« Tale-bearing and Detraction? “ 


REMARK. Love and Unity ſeemed fo far 
preſerved in moſt Places, that no open Difference 
appear'd; yet we found a few painful Inſtances of 
the contrary, which ſeemed to be under Friends 


Care, and we wiſh early Endeavours may be 


uſed to heal every Breach, and that Friends would 
carefully purſue the Diſcipline of the Society, in 
referring Differences to Arbitration, and keep 
them from being diſcuſſed in Monthly or other 
Meetings, which hath often tended to ſpread Diſ- 
cord and Diſunion. Little Complaint was made 
of the odious Practice of Detraction and Tale- 
bearing; a Practice, which will be effectually root- 
ed out, as the precious Unity of the Brethren, 
thro? the Baptiſm of the One Spirit, prevails. 


« QUERY III. Hs it your Care by Example 
and Precept to train up your Children in a 
* godly Converſation, and in the frequent 
* Reading the Holy Scriptures; as aljo in 
« Plainneſs of Speech, Behaviour aud Appa- 
5. 


REMARK. We behold, with Sorrow of 


Heart, the Incapacity of many Parents to train 


up their Children in a Godly Converſation, c. 
Their own. Conduct, in various Reſpects, ſetting 
before their Children ſuch Examples, as cannot 
inſtruct their tender Minds in the Principles of 
Religion and the Fear of God; the Prevalence of 
a Worldly Spirit having put out of the Remem- 
brance of many Parents, what is their own moſt 
certain Duty and Intereſt, they cannot, by Pre- 
. cept, impreſs upon the Minds of their Deen, 
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what themſelves have not conſider'd as moſt im- 
portant. | 


We believe the Injunction of the Almighty to 
the Houſe of 7/rael to be in Force to Parents of 
Children to this Day, and an Account to be re- 
quired of all ſuch how they have diſcharged this 
their Duty. And theſe Words which I command 
thee this Day ſhall be in thine Heart, and thou ſhalt 
teach them diligently unto thy Children, and fhalt 
talk of them when thou fitteſt in thine Houſe, and 
when thou walkeft by the Way, and when thou hieft 
down, and when thou riſeſt up. 


The frequent reading the Holy Scriptures, we 
fear, is neglected by many both Parents and Chil- 
dren; the invariable Teſtimony they bear againſt 
the Spirit of the World in its various Appearances 


and Fruits, rendering them irkſome to the worldly 


and licentious Mind, that ſeeks its Food in other 
Books which promote Prophanity and Infidelity, 
whereby the Simplicity of the Goſpel is deſpiſed, 
the Reſtrictions of the Croſs of Chriſt violated, 
and the unguarded Mind of tender Youth left an 
eaſy Prey to the Deluſions of Folly, and led into the 
Fantaſtic Cuſtoms and Faſhions of the World, in 
Speech, Behaviour and Apparel; in which Reſpects 
we have forrowfully to obſerve a great Deviation 
amongſt many in this Nation, we fear, from the 
Connivance or Encouragement of their Parents, 
which we believe hath made Way, particularly in 
the Province of U/ſer, for their mixing in Mar- 
riage with thoſe of other Societies, to their own 
great Hurt, and the Loſs of many in that Province. 


* QUERY IV. Do you bear a faithful chri- 
« ſtian Teſtimony againſt the receiving and 
paying Jytbes, Prieſts Demands or thoſe 
* called Church Rates ? ” |

REMARK, Our Chriſtian Teſtimony a- 
gainſt the Payment of 'Tithes and thoſe called 
Church-rates, ſeems to be maintained and ſup- 
ported in ſome Places, in others conſiderable De- 
33 appear by allowing Stoppages, and ſome 
actually paying thoſe Demands; and tho' ſome 
Care appear'd to be taken in dealing with ſuch, 
yet we fear many are not deeply ſenſible of the 
Nature and Importance of that Teſtimony. 


« QUERY V. Are Friends careful to avoid 
« all vain Sports, Places of Diverſion, Ga- 
« ming, and all won, <=" frequenting of Ale- 
« houſes or Taverns, 
4 Intemperance of every Rind? 


REMARK, We have painfully to obſerve 
the Miſconduct of ſome in divers Places profeſſing 
with us, in reſorting to vain Sports and Places of 
Diverſion, miſpending their precious Time, and 
expoling themſelves to pernicious and deſtructive 
Company, whereby many have been ſeduced into 
a Train of Evils, ſuch as Exceſs of Drinking, to 
the Ruin of Reputation, Subſtance and Body; 
and what is of the greateſt Importance, that of 
their immortal Souls : Some others, we fear, who 
may abſtain from theſe public Places of Diſſipa- 


tion and Folly, are not clear of Intemperance and 


Exceſs in Drinking; ſome of whom, by their 
Stations in the Church ought to have ſet a bet - 
ter Example: We alſo fear ſome amongſt you, by 
becoming Members of Clubs, have greatly hurt 
themſelves, neglected the proper Care in their Fa- 
milies, and have had, thro* evil Converſation, 
their Minds corrupted, their Conduct defiled by 
Intemperance, and the Leaven of Impurity fo far 


ſpread as to render them Spots in our Feaſts of

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ce QUERY VI. Are Friends juſt in their 
Dealings, and punctual in fulfilling their 
Engagements? 


REMARK. We have had in general good 
Accounts of Friends Juſtice in their Dealings, and 
Punctuality in fufilling their Engage 2nts, which 
is neceſſary and commendable; and we tenderly 
recommend to Friends, to have a watchful Eye 
over the Youth in their Entrance into Buſineſs, 
that they may adviſe and aſſiſt as Occaſion re- 
quires; and that the Youth may properly attend 
to the kind Intimations of ſuch, whoſe longer 
Experience may have qualified to furniſh Inſtruc- 
tion; for it hath ſometime happened, that raſh 


| heady Youth, who have deſpiſed this Brotherly 


Labour, have had ſorrowful Occaſion to bemoan 
their own Imprudence, and the Society the Re- 
proach of their Miſcarriage. | 


« QUERY VII. LF early Care taken to adviſe. 
« and deal with ſuch as appear inclinable. to 
« marry contrary to the Rules of the Society; 
and do none remove from or into your 


« Monthly or Two Weeks-meetings without 
« Certificates 2?” 


REMARK. The general Anſwer to this 
Query was, that when the Parties Inclination to 
ſuch Marriage came to the Knowledge of Friends, 
Care was taken, but that in general the Society 
knew not of ſuch Intention until it was accom- 
pliſhzd : We are painfully apprehenſive of a Ne- 
glect in the exerciſing of proper Care in this Re- 
ſpect, and alſo that ſome Parents have connived 
at, and even promoted ſuch Marriages from 
Worldly Views; we therefore earneſtly recommend 


to Friends to be vigilant into the Conduct of Pa- 


rents

rents on theſe Occaſions, agreeable to the Rules 
of the Society; and if they have been negligent in 
their Duty, or promoted for Worldly Intereſt ſuch 
Marriages, that the Rules of our Diſcipline be 
= in Practice: Friends ſzem generally in the 

ractice of granting and receiving Certificates in 
Caſes of Removal. 


« QUERY VIII. Have ye two or more faith. 
« ful Friends deputed in each particular Meet- 
« ing to have the Overſight thereof ? and is 
Care taken when any Thing appears amiſs 
« that the Rules of our Diſcipline be put in 


« practice?“ 


REMARK. By the Anſwers receiv'd, Over- 
ſeers are appointed in moſt Meetings, tho? in a few 
there are none; but from the Variety of painful 
Circumſtances in the Society, we fear too few of 
_ theſe diſcharge this important Duty faithfully ; a 

Duty which if honeſtly fulfill'd would not fail of 
producing good Effects, and would tend greatly 
to the Peace of faithful Overſeers, whoſe Duty is 
early and tenderly to labour with and adviſe ſuch 
as may be in Danger of falling into hurtful Things, 
to be exemplary in their own Conduct, diligent in 
the Attendance of Meetings on Firſt and Week- 
days, and bringing their Families with them; to 
endeavour to extinguith the firſt Sparks of Con- 
tention, early to adviſe where any of the Societ 
are in danger of being intangled in their Affec- 
tions, and marrying contrary to the Rules of 
the Society; to deal with, and admoniſh ſuch, 
by whoſe Miſconduct in any Reſpect, the Way 


of Truth may be evil ſpoken of, and in caſe of 


refractory Conduct or notorious Immorality, to 
lay ſuch Caſes before the Monthly-meeting, in 
order that the Rules of our Diſcipline may be put 

in 


— 
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in Practice : The timely and faithful Diſcharge of 


this Duty, we appreh-nd would be the Means of 
Help to many, and greatly eaſe the Burthen of 
Moathly-meetings by preventing Cauſes of Com- 
plaint, or ſhortening the Delib-rations concerning 
what is proper to be done in Caſes of Obſtinacy ; 
previous Labour, wiſely beſtowed in proper Time, 
having been oftentimes bleſſed with Succeſs, to 
prevent what would otherwite be difficult to re- 
medy- 


We alſo found our Minds engaged to enquire, in 
ſome Places, into other Particulars not immediate- 
ly expreſſed in theſe Queries, with regard to 
Friends Clearnets from Joining with others in II- 
luminations on account of the Events of War, 
and their Obſervance of Faſt-days and other ſtat- 
ed Times, by which the Worthip of Almighty 
God is ſuppos'd to be dependent on human Ap» 

intments, in which we found ſome Unfaithful- 
neſs and Conduct inconſiſtent with our well-known 
Teſtimony to the Purity and Spirituality of Wor- 
ſhip acceptable to God, and to the peaceable 
Kingdom of the Meſſiah, who commands to love 
our Enemies, conſequently not to ay for their 
Deſtruction, or rejoice at the Effuſion of Blood 
and Devaſtations of War; both which being ma- 
nifeſtly oppoſite to the Nature of our religious 
Principles, we earneſtly caution againſt. 


We have alſo Cauſe to fear Unfaithfulneſs hath 
too much prevailed in ſome Places with regard to 
clandeſtine Trade, tho? we have not diſcover'd any 
directly engaged in that Iniquitous Traffick; yet 
doo many Individuals, from ſordid Motives, pur- 
chaſe yarious Sorts of Goods for their own Uſe 
which are clandeſtinely imported, and thereby 
zelp to 1.7 a Practice juſtly condemned by the 

aus of God and Man, and highly reproachful 
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in any of our Profeſſion, who have been ſingularly 
favoured by the Clemency of thoſe in Authority, 
in Caſes where a confcientious Regard to our Re- 
ligious Teſtimony reſtrains us from an active 
Compliance with the Laws, 


We have Reaſon to believe, that Friends pretty 
generally gave us their Company at their Month- 
ly-me-tings, and that the Anſwers to the Queries 
propos'd were in many Places juſt ; but we fear 
this admits of ſome Exception; and tho? our La- 
bour was ſearching and in great Plainneſs, yet be- 
ing und the convincing Influence of unteigned 
Love, it met with the friendly Acceptance of ma- 
ny who were the Objects thereof, 


We have alſo to acknowledge with Thankfulneſs 
to the Preſerver of Men, that we found a Body of 
Faithful Friends, for whoſe Increaſe and Eſtabliſh- 
ment for ever we travail in Spirit; with theſe we 
are nearly united, who are truly concern'd for the 
Promotion of Truth and Maintenance of our 
Chriſtian Teſtimony in its various Branches, and 
uprightly labour to keep the Camp clean, tho? 
under various Diſcouragements from the Weight 
of the Work, and the Smallneſs of the Number 
faithfully engaged for the Revival of ancient 
Beauty in the Church. 


Thus, dear Friends, we have briefly laid be- 
fore You the preſent State of the Society amongſt 
You, in which a forrowful Deficiency in almoſt 
every Branch of our Chriſtian "Teſtimony is very 
apparent, and a manifeſt Declenſion from the 
Primitive Zeal, Purity and Uprightneſs of Your 
faithful Predeceſſors in this Nation. 


We have had in great Plainneſs to point out 
its cauſe, which we again revive in your Remem- 
brance, with fervent Prayer to the Lord of all 

| | Power, 
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Power, that it may be an effeCtual, as it is a 

racious Viſitation to many amongſt you. The 
Low of the World and the Things of the World, 
with regard to its Wealth and Spirit, hath cer- 
tainly been the Cauſe of the deep Revolt and 
Backſliding of many, and the Loſs of heavenly 
Comelineſs in the general. "This hath led into a 
Departure in Heart from that Virtue which can 
alone preſerve in Righteouſneſs, and hath produ- 
ced many obvious Fruits of Degeneracy, as point- 
ed out in the foregoing Remarks. 


We therefore tenderly and earneſtly beſeech 
thoſe who ought to be Leaders in the Way of 
Truth, carefully to conſider, how far they are 
clear in the Sight of the Lord of the Heritage, 
from contributing by Negligence, or 1mproper 
Example to this Declenſion ; tor of the Diſcharge 
of our Stewardſhip an Account will be required; 
and we fear tome of theſe are greatly behind in 
their own molt neceſſary Labour after Sanctifica- 
tion and Peace: May you therefore, whilſt yet it 
is Day, be awakened in Soul to the faithful Diſ- 
charge of your Duty in every Reſpect; and in 
particular, in a diligent Reſort to your religious 
Meetings, both on Firſt and other Days of the 
Week; and in humbly and awfully waiting therein 
for the renewing your own Strength, for Preſer- 
vation and Safety; and ſet to others ſuch Ex- 
ample, as may powerfully draw their Minds to 
the ſame religious Exerciſe, that your Fellowſhip 
may be eſtabliſhed with the Father, and with his 
Son Jeſus Crit. May the Middle-aged among 
you, eſpecially Parents of Children and Heads 
of Families, timely and deeply ponder their re- 
ſpective Shares of the Work, and the Importance 
of the Truſt committed to them; by Precept and 
Example to form the Youthful Mind to the Fear 
and Service of God; that by and through you, 
the 
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the Mighty Name may be magnified on Earth, 
and your Succeſſors have humbling Occaſion to 
regard your Memories, as happy Inſtruments in 
the Lord's Hand, of placing them in a Relation 
to the Father of Mercies, infinitely more. valu- 
able than any outward Connexions. Many, both 
Parents and Children, have had great Reaſon to 
regret an earneſt Purſuit after Viſibles at the Ex- 
pence of durable Riches; when Diſappointments 
have attended, their Reſt in outward Things hath 
been ſubverted, and they left deſtitute of a ſafe 
hiding- place in Divine Protection, and Favourin the 
Day of Calamity. And let it be ever carefully re- 
member'd, that the moſt ſucceſsful Accumulation 
of Wealth, can never lay the Foundation of eſ- 
ſential Happineſs : May all therefore be mindful 
of the Apoltle's Advice, not to be high-minded, nor v Tim. vi. 
truſt in uncertain Riches; but in the Living God. 17. 


And, Dearly beloved Friends, Brethren and Siſ- 
ters, who are pained in Soul at the Proſpect of 
the Declenſion and forrowful State of Things in 
Places amongſt You; We beſ:ech you, ſpend not 
your 'Time and Strength in unavailable Lamenta- 
tion over the Wounds of the Daughter of Zion, 
but ariſe in holy Zeal for the Help and Recovery 
of the Church from her languithing State : Be 
fervent in Spirit to labour in the Lord's Cauſe, 
and more and more looſened from entangling Ob- 
ſtructions; that if the Seattered in //rael be not 
gathered home, you may be clear, and receive a 
Part in the Bleſſed Reward of all the Faithful. 
In all your Labour wait to feel the Covering of 
Divine Love; in that abide, it is your Strength, 
and will convey its own Evidence to the Under- 
ſtanding ; Let it be the ruling Motive, and we 
truſt it will give a Weight to your Endeavours, 
which will in proceſs of Time produce the deſired 
End; at leaſt, your own Peace.
